less; this explains why so many marriec 
women work in the mills. Indeed it would 
appear that the mill agents do not calculate 
on their help getting married, or they 
would pay them more than they do. Since 
the recent cut-downs and business suspen- 
sions, the men are much worse off than be^ 
fore. 


"It is a sad state of affairs where sc 


many men cannot earn enough to provide 
themselves homes even of the humbles; 
kind. Where men ox get married their 
condition when they have large families to 
support is often distressful."

Itlis found thab the first bill 
providing for the improvement, with its 
accompanying appropriation of 13,000,000, 
is inadequate, and amendments will be 
presented to the legislature contemplat- 
ing an appropriation of $5,000,000, and pro- 
posing the construction of much more ei.-_ 
tensive subways. 


The subways will, if the aiae ndments 


pass, be abo'ut 10.000 feet in aggiegate 
length. The main subway will have a 
northern terminus at the new Union sta- 
tion ou Causeway street, and end at the 
corner of Tremont and Boylaton streets. 
Branches will extend in needed direc- 
tions, and there will be in nil about a 
dozen stations. The construction of the 
roadbed will be similar to that of the best 
steam railioads. 
Artificial ventilation 


will be used if necessary. Gas and sewer 
pipes will bo excluded. 


One of the greatest advantages will be 


the removal of trolley wires from several 
miles of streets in the heart of the city, as 
a consequence of the,subv\ay. It is possi- 
ble that the subway" will yioveof the 
greatest ube in the future by being con- 
nected with an elevated lailroad beyond 
its terminus.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


Henry Clewes m his financial review of 


the past week is not so hopeful in regard to 
the resumption as he has been. On the 
condition of the country he sajs: 


In this country, business still shows evi-

.ranches will extend in needed dlrec- 
ions, and there will be iu all about 
dozen stations. The construction of the 
oadbed will be similar to that of the best 
team railroads. 
Artificial ventilation

steam tailvoads.
